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1. RETURNING FROM THE OASGA, GOC FOREIGN MINISTER PATRICIO CARVAJAL 
JUNE 23 SAID THAT THIS YEAR'S OASGA'S HUMAN RIGHTS RESOLUTION 

HAD BEEN "A BETTER ONE" EOR CHILE THAN LAST YEAR'S, AND THAT 
THERE HAD BEEN A FAVORABLE ATMOSPHERE OF UNDERSTANDING 
ON THE PART OF THE OTHER EOREIGN MINISTERS TOWARD THE CHILEAN 
HUMAN RIGHTS QUESTION. CARVAJAL COMMENTED THAT THE OTHER 
REPRESENTATIVES ARE "SOMEWHAT BORED WITH THE ATTACKS ON CHILE," 
WHICH HAS BEEN SINGLED OUT "UNJUSTLY." 

2. CARVAJAL ALSO TOUCHED ON THE BILATERAL WITH SECRETARY VANCE, 
CALLING IT A "CORDIAL TALK" AND A USEEUL EXCHANGE OE VIEWS. 
CARVAJAL EMPHASIZED THAT THE GOC HAD ASKED FOR NOTHING. HE 
CHARACTERIZED SECRETARY VANCE AS A GOOD LISTENER AND ONE WHO IS 
INTERESTED IN BEING INFORMED. CONTINUING, CARVAJAL SAID THAT WHAT 
THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION NEEDS TO DO IS TO SEND HIGH-LEVEL 
EMISSARIES TO THE SOUTHERN CONE COUNTRIES - NOT VISITED IN THE 
PRE-OASGA US TRIPS TO LA - AND EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE THAT THE 

US WOULD DO SO IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 
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3. OTHER CARVAJAL POINTS: 

- THE TALKS WITH HIS PERUVIAN AND BOLIVIAN COUNTERPARTS 
"PRODUCED NOTHING NEW," ALTHOUGH ALL AGREED ON THE NEED FOR 
FURTHER TALKS. 

- THE INFORMAL TALKS AMONG THE FOREIGN MINISTERS WAS 
"DISAPPOINTING AND REGRESSIVE," IN PART EXPLAINED BY THE SENSITIVITY 
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OF THE AGENDA TOPICS, WHICH HE SAID REQUIRED COPIOUS NOTES AND 
STATISTICAL DATA. 

4. COMMENT: CARVAJAL'S REFERENCE TO A VISIT OF A US EMISSARY TO 
CHILE AGREES WITH WHAT A FOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICER TOLD US 
RECENTLY(REFTEL). THE GOC SEEMS TO BE KEEPING ALIVE THE IDEA OF 
VISITS DESIGNED TO MINIMIZE US AND INTERNATIONAL CONCERNS ABOUT 
HUMAN RIGHTS PRACTICES HERE.
